This responds to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, dated January 30, 2019 
that you submitted to the Defense Intelligence Agency (DIA) for documents concerning the 
2018-2019 United States Federal Government shutdown. I apologize for the delay in responding 
to your request. DIA continues its efforts to eliminate the large backlog of pending FOIA 
requests. 

A search of DlA's systems of records located 21 documents (110 pages) responsive to the 
subject of your request. 

Upon review, it has been determined that all substantive portions of the 21 documents must 
be withheld in foil from disclosure pursuant to the FOIA. The withheld portions are exempt 
from release pursuant to Exemption 3,5 and 6 of the FOIA, 10 U.S.C. § 424 (b)(3), (b)(5) and 
(b)(6). Exemption 3 applies to information specifically exempted by a statute establishing 
particular criteria for withholding. The applicable statute is 10 U.S.C. § 424. Statute 10U.S.C. 

§ 424 protects the identity of DIA employees, the organizational structure of the agency, and any 
function of DIA. Exemption 5 protects inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or letters 
that would not be available by law to a party other than an agency in litigation with the agency. 
Exemption 6 applies to information which if released would constitute an unwarranted invasion 
of the personal privacy of other individuals.
